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Campaign  Passes  Minimum  Goal 

Presbyterian  College  is  past  the  minimum  goal  of  $750,000  and 
headed  toward  $1,000,000. 

That's  how  the  record  stands  on  the  Diamond  Jubilee  Development 
program  as  Presbyterian  friends  and  alumni  throughout  the  controlling 
Synods  of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina  continue  to  give  strong  support 
to   this  largest  fund-raising  cam- 


paign in  the  history  of  the  Col 
lege. 

Approximately  $770,000  has 
been  subscribed  to  date  by  some 
5,500  contributors  in  16  regions 
where  drives  have  been  con- 
ducted in  the  two  states  during 
the  past  year.  Five  other  regions 
are  now  in  the  midst  of  cam- 
paigns with  goals  that  would  add 
$176,240  to  the  present  total.

Meet  the  Faculty 


JOHN  W.  STEVENSON,  PROFESSOR  OF  ENGLISH 

Dr.  John  Weamer  Stevenson,  associate  professor  of  English  at  Pres- 
byterian College,  is  a  teacher  who  actively  stimulates  his  students  to  do 
creative   writing. 

He  possesses  a  strong  urge  to  inquiry  which  is  characteristic  of  the 
naturally  scholarly  mind,  and  he  communicates  to  students  his  own 
sense  of  the  importance  of  academic  pursuits. 

His  main  interest  centers  around  literary  criticism,  and  Dr.  Steven- 
son has  had  two  articles  published  recently  in  the  South  Atlantic  Quar- 
terly. One  dealt  with  "The  Literary  Reputation  of  Stephen  Crane"  and 
the  other  analyzed  "The  Pastoral  Setting  in  the  Poetry  of  A.  E.  Hous- 
man". 

John  Stevenson  joined  the  Presbyterian  College  faculty  in  1950, 
immediately  after  receiving  his  Master's  degree  from  Vanderbilt  Uni- 
versity. He  earned  his  doctorate  from  that  institution  in  1954.  Under- 
graduate work  was  done  at  Wofford  College,  from  which  he  received 
his  BA  in  1948. 

A  native  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Stevenson  served  for  more  than  four 
years  in  the  Army  during  World  War  II. 

The  PC  English  professor  is  a  Presbyterian,  and  he  teaches  a  Sun- 
day School  class  and  sings  in  the  choir  of  the  Clinton  First  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Modern  Language  Association 
and  the  South  Atlantic  Modern  Language  Association. 

Dr.  Stevenson  is  married  to  the  former  Miss  Russell  Allen  of  Spar- 
tanburg, and  they  have  a  young  son. 
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
